Sam Farris Admits He Failed to 
Blow Whistle Before Train 
Struck Auto. 


wT tersville, Ga., January 25.—(Spe- 
Clal.)—Sam Farris, engineer of the 
Louisville and Nashville railroad train 
that killed Miss Carolyn Du Bose and 
seriously injured her father, W. T. Du 
Boge, at a crossing near here on De- 
cember 14, was today found guilty of 
involuntary manslaughter and was 
sentenced by Judge A. W. [Tite to pay 
a fine of $1,000 or serve twelve months 
in the chain gang. The case will be 
appealed. 

The verdict of the jury 
panied by a recommefdation for mercy, 
which reduced the offense to a misde- 
meanor. 

The trial was replete with sensa- 
tions. Engineer Farris admitted that 
he had not blown his whistle to warn 
Mr. Du Bose. While on the stand, de- 
scribing the sad erent, the big, strong 
man broke down and cried like a 
child. 

Muet Abolish Grade Crossihigs. 

If the statute of Georgia, which re- 
quires railroad engineers to check their 
trains, bringing them so near to a full 
Stop that a pause could be acom- 
plished in case a person should be seen 
on the track. is to be strictly enforc- 
ed, as it evidently wil] be in the Chero- 
kee circuit from now on, the railroads 
will either be compelled to build over- 
head and underpass crossings, or get 
into trouble with the United? States 
posta] authorities, which demand rapld 
transportation for the mails. as well as 
the interstate commerce commission, 
which requires dispatch in the han- 
diing of freight of a perishable nature. 

The railroads claim, however, that 
the statute, which requires an engineer 
to blow his whistle 400 yards from 
a. public crossing, to continue to blow 
the Same as he approaches, and simul- 
taneously to eheck his train and con- 
tinue ‘p check it unti] he has ap- 
proache close enough to see that 
nothing or no one is in danger of 
heing run down, is unconstitutional, in 
that it would make the operation of 
trains impossible on schedule time. 

This interesting question grew out 
of the case against Engineer Farris. 
Farris was indicted by the grand jury 
on a charge of involuntary manslaugh- 
ter, in the commission of an unlawful 
act, and he was found guilty by the 
jury after the twelve men had been 
charged by Judge Fite that if the 
engineer had complied with the above 
statute and had killed Miss Du Bose, 
as she was driving across the railroad 
with her father, the defendant would 
not be guilty as charged, but then, if 
the evidence showed that he had not 
blown his whistle and checked his 
train to the extent that he could bring 
it to a full stop in case of threatened 
danger tO passengers on the public 
crossing, he would be guilty. 

Upon the finding of the verdict of 
guilty, Judge Fite sentenced Farris to 
pay a fine of $1,000 and costs, or to 
serve twelve months in the chainganeg. 
The verdict of the jury had been ac- 
companied with a recommendation to 
the mercy of the court, which reduced 
the offense to a misdemeanor. 

Statute Called Unconstitutional. 

An interesting point was raised by 
the defense by the filing of a special 
plea in which it was claimed that the 
Georgia statute was unconstitutional, 
because it would be impossible to com- 
ply with it and with the laws of the 
United States regarding the movement 
of mail trains, perishable freight and 
the 16-hour law, to say nothing of the 
railroad schedules. 

Judge Fite allowed evidence to be 
introduced on this point, announcing 
hts intention. however, of striking the 
plea and ruling out the evidence at 
the termination of the case. This he 
did in order to get as mucn evidence 
on the point as possible before the 
eourt of appeals should the case be 
taken to that court. 

Another interesting point was 
brought out by a colloquy that took 
place between Judge Fite and a rail- 
road witness, which brought out the 
fact that the railroad men respect the 
federal law more than those of the 
state.

Vicksburg, Miss. January 25.—A 
torrent 200 feet wide and many feet 
is tonight rushing through , the

There were many alarming rumors 
today concerning the condition of the 
levee at Fitlers Landing,, where new 
work was more or less damaged by re- 
cent heavy rains. Major Woodruff has 
dispatched a steamer to that point, 
with Assistant Engineer Tollinger 
aboard, for an inspection. Major Wood- 
ruff today said that results at Fitlers 
depended entirely upon how high the 
river rose. 

Up to a late hour tonight no ldéss of 
human lives or live stock had been re- 
ported. The Yazoo and Mississippi Val- 
ley schedules were not affected today, 
but officialg believe that the River- 
side division traffic would be sus- 
pended after Sunday. 

The water will spread over the 
greater portion of Bolivar, Sharkey and 
Issaquena counties and_ sections of 
Yazoo, Washington and Warren. 
Greenville, the most important town 
in the path of the flood, is protected 
by high ridges, and will not be affect- 
ed. The town of Lobdell was inundated 
tonight. and the outskirts of Beulah are 
also flooded, but the town proper is 
situated on high ground, and will not 
be reached by the water. 

The Riverside division of the Yazoo 
and. Mississippi Valley line between 
Greenville and River Junction has 
been suspended, but railroad officials 
assert that train service on the main 
line of that railroad will not be inter- 
rupted. Preparations are being made 
to transfer mail from River Junction 
to Greenville in launches.

He 
wants to register his preter: with the 
police commission. 

Making Spies of Men. 

“Chief Beavers has no authority to 
make spies of policemen,’ Alderman 
Arthur Van Dyke declared. “The po- 
lice department is big enough to pre- 
vent one woman from running away 
from the city. If it is not, then {t is 
time for Atlanta to get a néw police 
chief.” 

Alderman Van Dyke conferred with 
Mayor Woodward Saturday afternoon, 
shortly after Chief Beavers left the 
city hall. The alderman asked the 
mayor to call a special meeting of the 
police board and make a request that 
the thirty men taken from uniform 
and detailed to shadow women on the 
streets be put back on the beats and 
protect the lives and property of the 
citizens. ; 

Chief Beavers is understood to have 
informed Mayor Woodward Sattrday 
that he would continue his crusade as 
long as he is at the head of Atlanta's 
police department. Close friends of 
the mayor say that Chief Beavers posi- 
tively refused to withdraw the plain 
clothes squad from No, 84 Trinity 
avenue, and also refused to put his 
“vice squad” out of business. 

“Walt and See,” Says Chief. 

“Wait and see if I let up On my cru- 
sade,” Ohief Beavers replied to re- 
porters as the emerged smiling from 
the office of the mayor.

Chief Beavers said Saturday that his 
future policy with regard to attacks 
made on him will be silence.

New Orleans, January 25.—Making a 
half dozen stitches in a negro’s heart, 
While almost blinded by blood which 
spurted from that organ, was part of 
a remarkable operdtion performed to- 
day by Dr. Joseph A. Danna, house 
surgeon at Charity -hospital. The pa- 
tient, Lodge Lee; who was stabbed in 
a row with a woman,’ was conscious 
throughout the ordeal, and conversed 
with those about the table. Hospital 
attendants say he will live. 

Sinking his scalpel into the incision 
already made by the stab, the surgeon 
opened the surface down to the onter 
casing of the cocanized heart, the deli- 
cate operation of opening the outer

H. Everett, of 
Birmingham; Mrs. H. A. Huggins, Mrs. 
M. E. Patterson, Miss Alma Curtis, of 
Atlanta. Mrs. Patterson was with her 
mother at the time of the accident and 
was also badly injured. The body of 
Mrs. Curtis was removed to Green- 
berg & Bond’s undertaking establish- 
ment, and the funeral arrangemehts 
will be announced later.

New York, January 25.—General Dan- 
lel E. Sickles sat amid the war relics 
in his Fifth avenue home tonight ex- 
pecting momentary arrest in a suit 
brought by the state to recover $23,467 
for which he has failed to account, it 
is charged, as the New 
York monuments commission. Within 
hig call were his son, Stanton, and an 
aged negro retainer. Sove for them he 
Was alone. 

The order for the 
issued this afternoon by Supreme Court 
Justice Rudd at Albany, and a copy of 
the complaint were placed in Sheriff 
Harburger’s hands his evening by Dep- 
uty Attorney Francis Kennedy, who 
brought them here. Mr. Kennedy an- 
nounced his intention of asking for 
immediate service. After a talk with 
Mr. Kennedy, however, Sheriff _Har- 
burger said he would give the docu- 
ments to his lawyer to determine 
whether they to be drawn. This, 
he thought, would give the general 
respite from arrest until Monday. The 
order cannot be legally served on Sun-

May Be Lodged in Jail. 

Unless General] Sickles is prepared to 
furnish at once a $30,000 bond, Sheritf 
Harburger said he will have to go to 
Ludlow street jail until the bond its 
forthcoming. There was no inkling to- 
night as to who, If anyone, would come 
to the veteran's aid. 

General Sickles’ aged negro met all 
comers at the door and turned them 
away. For the first time in weeks the 
shades at all the windows of the house 
were raised, and in each window there 
was placed an American flag. 

Someone who thought the general 
would refuse admittanceto the process 
servers asked Sheriff Harburger what 
he would do in case he found the door 
locked against him. 

“Tl shall not break it down—of that 
you may be sure,” the sheriff replied. 
“T shall have to station my deputies 
around the house and besiege it. We 
have no right under the law to efter 
the premises by force. We will have 
to wait till the general comés out or 
surrenders.” 

Mrs. Sickles, who recently pawned 
her jewelry to save her husband's war 
relics from gale, will not come to his 
aid in this recent crisis it is believed. 
She said this afternoon that she would 
welcome him with open arms if he 
ehould come to live with her, but did 
not feel that she could pay out all her 
money in his behalf. 

Sickles’ Affairs in a Muddle. 

Financial affairs of General Sickles 
have been'in a muddle for months. 
His Fifth avenue residence and 
household effects, including many 
priceless relics of his career as a 
union soldier and diplomatist, have 
been threatened several times by 
impending sheriffs’ sales to satisfy 
judgments for money loaned, but on 
each occasion something has forestall- 
ed the sheriff. 

Not long ago Mrs. Sickles came to 
the old soldier’s rescue by pawning 
her jewels. They have been separated 
for more than twenty-five years. Her 
act did not bring about a reconcilia- 
tion and subsequent judgments were 
obtained against the general. 

The alleged shortage in the monu- 
ment fund was made known several 
weeks ago. Loyal friends of the gen- 
eral said it was due solely to an error 
in*bookkeeping and would be straight- 
ened out in time. 

The order for General Sickles’ arrest 
comes as a climax of a distinguished 
and picturesque career. Born in New 
York in 1825, of a wealthy family, 
General Sickles served as a soldier, 
legislator and diplomat. The guest of 
honor for many years at gatherings of 
civil war veterans, he was recently 
refused admission to a local organiza- 
tion of civil war veterans on the 
ground “of military unskillfulness and 
reckless sacrifice of the lives of his 
men.” Congress, which in 1897 award- 
ed him a medal of honorfor bravery, 
three years ago refused to grant him 
a lieutenant generalship. In his old 
age financial troubles beset him one 
after another, and his wife, son and 
daughter became estranged from him. 
Sickles Killed Key. 

Sickles was a member of 
the house of representatives just be- 
fore the outbreak of the war, and it 
was in Washington that he shot and 
killed Philip Barton Key, a United 
States district attorney, for alleged at- 
tentions to his first wife, the daugh- 
ter of an Italian musician. 

At the outbreak of the civil war, 
General Sickles raised and equipped, 
at his own expense, five regiments of 
volunteers, and as colonel of one of 
them went to the front. He partici- 


General] 


... pated in most of the great battles of 


the war, including Gettysburg, where 
he lost a. leg and achieved distinction 
for bravery. He was rewarded by pro- 
motion to the rank of major general. 

From 1868 to 1873 he served as min- 
ister to Spain, where he met and mar- 
ried his present wife, the daughter of 
a Spanish councillor of state. Shortly 
after his return to this country with 
her, the couple separated, and Mrs. 
Sickles went back to Spain, where she 
remained until 1908. Then she _ re- 
turned to New York. There wre fre- 
quent reports of their reconciliation, 
and for a year or more Mrs. Sickles 
lived in a house adjoining her hus- 
band’s, but it never appeared that they 
were really reconciled. 

The State’s Complaint. 

Albany, N, Y., Jamuary 25.—Upon ap- 
Plication of the state authorities the 
state supreme court today issued an 
order for the arrest of General Daniel 
E. Sickles, of New York, who, ‘as chair- 
man of the New York monuments com- 
mission, is alleged to have failed to 
account for $23,467 of the commission's 
funds. 

Under the order Genera] Sickles will 
be required to give bail equal to the 
amount of the alleged shortage, with 
the understanding the bond will be 
forfeited to the state if judgment is 
rendered in the state’s favor. 

The total amount of the alleged 
shortage was $28,467, but on December 
20 last Stanton Sickles, a son of the 
general, the state $5,000 and 


promised to make good the balance 
as s00n as certain property in Spain, 
owned by Mrs. General Sickles, could 
be sold. 

The state’s complaint points out that 
from 1890 to 1912, inclusive, the legis- 
lature appropriated $500,141 for use of 
the commission. It is charged that of 
this amount $445,641 was turned over to 
General Sickles and that his vouchers 
showed a balance unaccounted for of 
$28,467. 

Alleges He Used Money. 

The complaint alleged that this was 
converted by General Sickles “to his 
own personal use In or about July, 
1912;" that the state officials have 
made repeated demands for the return 
of this money and .that’ on December 
21, 1912, $5,000 of the alleged shortage, 
in the form of a certified check signed 
by Caroline G. Sickles, wife of Genera] 
Sickles, was received by the attorney 
general. Since there has been no fur- 
ther payment, demand is made that 
General Sickles be compelled to fre- 
store the amount due with interest 
from July 31, 1912, together with costs 
and disbursements of the action. 

The battlefield monuments commis- 
sion was created by the legislature of 
1895. General Sickles was made chair- 
man and held the position until De- 
cember 9, 1912, when he was replaced 
by Colonel Lewis R. Stefman, of 
Brooklyn. 

After the alleged shortage was dis- 
covered Attorney General Carmody 
served notice On all members of the 
commission that they would be held 
liable for the missing funds. 

The attorney general said today that 
General Sickles will be held respon- 
sible and the state will not look to the 
other members of the commission for 
restitution,

SEEMS ASSURED

city, but will be the loss of one of the 
greatest opportunities for advertise- 
ment of the city that has presented 
itself in many years.

any change in the present rates. The 
exception, however, is that the demo- 
cratic majority both in the committee 
and in the house in the next congress 
will favor the same revision as in- 
corporated in the Underwood bill that 
passed the house at the last session 
of congress.

CANAL BENEFITS 


Carriers. Are Not Entitled 
to Free Tolls. 


Philadelphia, January 25.—Professor 
Emory R. Johnstn, special commis- 
sioner of the United States on Fanama 
traffic and tolls, In an address here 
tonight declared that the owners of 
vessels in the coastwise trade will de- 
rive greater benefit from the Panama 
canal than the owners of any othef 
vessels; that double the rate fixed by 
the president would not prevent coast- 
wise carriers from using that water- 
way, and that “in view of these facts 
it seems just that those who derive 
immediate benefit from the use of the 
canal should pay reasonable tolls.” 

Professor Johnson, who spoke be- 
fore the American Academy of Polit- 
ical and Social Scitef@® -~tudied the 
question of canal tolls for the gov- 
ernment before President Taft fixed 
the rates. 

Leading up to 
coastwise vessels 


his conclusion that 
should not he ex- 
empted from tolls, Professor Johnson 
said the canal should be made com- 
mercially self-supporting and con- 
tinued: 

Ninety-nine shippers out of a hun- 
dred will pay the samé freight rates 
between the two seaboards. whether 
there be tolls or no tolls charged the 
individuals or corporations who own 
and operate coastwise vessels. It will 
be only the exceptionally large pro- 
ducers and traders who ship in full 
vessel loads that will secure lower 
transportation rates because of toll 
exemption. 

“The owners of coastwise ships have 
been relieved from the payment of 
tolls for the purpose of aiding the 
merchant marine under the American 
flag. 

“The public funds. 
to ship owners that 
not to the owners 
vessels that serve our 

“There are reasons why the United 
States might well seek to have a 
strong line of vessels under the Amer- 
ican flag from the west coast of the 
United States by way of Hawaii, Japan 
and China to the Philippines. It would 
be desirable to have an equally strong 
line out to Australia from our west 
coast: to have a line from the At- 
lantic and gulf ports down the easf 
coast of South America to Buenos 
Avres, and another through the Pana- 
ma canal down the west coast to 
South America to Valparaiso. 

“If we are to give the owners of 
American ships $40,000,000 during ten 
years ,the funds had better go to build 
up such lines as have been mentioned 
instead of being given to the owners 
of the shipping.”

Alies Are to Combine Forces 
Before Constantinople 


pREEK FLEET TO BE ACTIVE 


lt Will Try to. Enter the Sea of 
Marmora and Threaten the 
Capital of the Turks. 


London, January 25.—Both the am- 
bassadors and the Balkan plenipoten- 
tiaries held meetings today and die- 
cussed academically the Balkan situa- 
tion and the occurrences in Constan- 
tinople. - The plenipotentiaries (are 
awaiting instructions. As yet the 
Servians and Montenegrins have not 
from their governments full 
powers, which Dr. Daneff and Premier 
Venizelos already possess, to break off 
negotiations. M. Novakovitch has 
proposed to make the Turks under- 
stand that the war indemnity asked by 
the allies will be increased propor- 
tionately to the delay in concluding 
peace. 

It is expected that by Sunday all of 
the allies’ representaives will have re- 
ceived authorization from their re- 
spective governments to end the nego- 
tiations on their own initiative, but to 
fulfill the promise made to the ambas- 
sadors, they will not use this preroga- 
tive until the reply to the powers’ note 
has been received from the new Turk- 
ish government.

Greeks Pushing the War. 

The Greeks meanwhile are pushing 
their military operations in Epirus, 
The army there, numbering 50,000, is 
advancing against Janina in a semi- 
circle. The Greeks have been fight- 
ing for five days consecutively. The 
siege is most difficult owing to the 
mountainous nature of the district and 
the very narrow passes, which are 
strongly fortified. The operations 
have been rendered still more difficult 
by stormy weather. 

If the war is resumed in the next 
week the allies have agreed that the 
offensive shall be taken by the com- 
bined Bulgarian, Greek and Servian 
forces against both Adrianople and 
Tchatalja. The Servians will detach 
sOme Of their troops to help the Monte- 
negrins take Scutari. 

A Greek project is under examina- 

tion aiming to land troops in the Gulf 
of Saros and occupy the Gallipoli pe- 
ninsula. This would give to the allies 
control of the Turkish fortifications 
in the Dardaneles, enabling the Greek 
fleet to enter the Sea of Marmora and 
threaten Constantinople. 
This and similar projects are subor- 
dinate to the decision of the powers 
and events in Constantinople, where 
many consider a military counter-rev- 
Olution is inevitable within a short 
time.

Allies to Go Slowly. 


What the allies desire is not to’ be 
accused of having precipitated mat- 
ters. Their terms were presented at 
the sitting of the peace conference on 
December 23, and the Turkish delegates 
aSked time for their consideration. 
Since then the allies have not changed 
their terms. They have been simply 
waiting. But patience has a Iimit, 
they say. The allies declare the war 
will be resumed and inexorably con- 
ducted. Dr. Daneff, head of the Bul- 
garian delegation, said tonight: 


“The best proof of our magnanimi- 
ty towards Turkey is that we are still 
here; while events in Constantinople 
are an eloquent and undeniable indi- 
cation of what the Turkish reply to 
the note of the powers will be.

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To the Political Historian There Is 
Much Similarity Between 1893 
and 1913.

Washington, January 25.—(Special.) 
Amid a good deal 
mony the reins 
be transferred on March 4. 
Taft will be succeeded bv President 
Wilson, and the senate will become 
democratic, giving the democratic 
party complete control of the govern- 
ment. 

From the white house to the humb- 
lest senate committee room, the mov- 
ing van will be in demand. Resigna- 
tions of cabinet members and diplo- 
mats will be handed in, according to 
custom, to take effect on that day. 

In hotel corridors, cloakrooms, and 
Clubs, there arises the animated buzz 
of conversation as to new cabinet 
members, committee chairmen and 
diplomatic appointments; and the date 
of convening and probable duration of 
the extra tariff session. 

To the political historian there is 
much of.similarity between 1893 and 
1913. Then, as now, the country was 
Preparing for a change in adminis- 
tration. There was talk of an extra 
session and of revision of the cur- 
rency laws. At that time reneal of the 
Bigjver purchasing clause of the Sher- 
man act was being agitated. 

By the latter part of January. 1893, 
the country had a reasonably accurate 
idea of the personnél of the new cabi- 
net. There was only one big surprise, 
and that was the selection of Walter 
Q. Gresham, an Indiana republican, as 
secretary of state. — 

This appointment 
and indignation in the ranks of the 
party. Many democrats had gotten a 
taste of publie office during the first 
Cleveland administration and were 
Well pleased therewith. Others had 
hopes, for the government was now 
completely democratic in all its 
Lranches, whereas before there was a 
repuSlican senate.

Cleveland owed his nomination, as 
secretary of the treasury; William C. 
Whitney, of New York, secretary of 
the navy; William ¢.

H. Garland, of Arkansas. attorney 
general; Lucius Q. C. Lamar, secre- 
tary of the interior, and Norman J.

Mr. Cleveland’s partiality to the 
cjvil. service caused disappointment 
among greedy office seekers during 
his first administration. The slogan 
in 1885 had been “Turn the rascals 


out.” This year there are more re- 
publicans intrenched in office under 
the civil service ruaes than there were 
then. 


The Appointment of Gresham. 


Mr. Cleveland sent in his list of 
cabinet nominations for his second ad- 
ministration on March 6, 1893. Then 
amazement sat on the brows of demo- 
crats as they saw Mr. Gresham’s name, 
heading the list. But it must be said! 
that he did not permit his former af- | 
filiations to affect his administration. ! 

The other cabinet officers, of whom, 
there was no criticism, were these: 

John G. Carlisle, of Kentucky, secre- | 
tary of the treasury; Daniel S. Lamont, 
of New York secretary of war; Rich- 
ard Olney, of Massachusetts, attorney 
general; Wilson S. Bissell, 02 New. 
York, postmaster geneTal; Hoke Smith, | 
of Georgia, secretary of the Interior; | 
Hilary A. Herbert, of Alabama, secre- ! 
tary of the navy, and J. Sterling Mor- 
ton, secretary of agriculture. 

Mr. Carlisle had been in the senate 
and was a recognized authority on the 
financial questons of that day. Mr. 
Herbert had been in the house and 
chairman of the committee on naval 
Mr. Cleveland announced his 
final choice of cabinet mémbers on 
February 23. 

The government’s fiscal system wis 
in a deplorable condition and it soon 
became known that Mr. Cleveland 
would convene congress in extraordi- 
nary session. Obviously the repeal of 
the silver purchasing clause of the 
Sherman coinage act of 1890 was the 
work to be accomplished. The senate 
remained in special session until April 
15 and both houses were called to 
meet in an extra session on August 7. 

Mr. Cleveland's administration rock- 
for republicans to be turned out of 
office. On March la the president 
sent in the name of Josiah Quincy, of 
Massachusetts, to be assistant secre- 
tary of state, and IlIlsaac P. Gray, of

Among the Georgians who received 
federal] office by appointment of Mr. 
Cleveland were Harvey Johnson, of 
Atlanta, who was named consul at 
Antwerp; Sam Tanhouser, of At- 
lanta, consul at Matamoras, Mexico, 
and P. M. B. Young as minister to 
Guatemala. Joseph S. James was ap- 
pointed attorney for the northern dis- 
trict and Sam C. Dunlap marshal. 
James M. Dobbs was given the consul- 
ship at Valparaiso, Chili. 

The first Georgia postmaster ap- 
pointed was Isidore Zacharias, who 
succeeded L. H. Peacock at Bainbridge 
James E. Brown was appointed post- 
master at Newnan to succeed R. F. 
Milner, and W. M. Dunbar postmaster 
at Augusta. Paul B. Trammell was 
named collector of internal! revenue.

“This is not the first time I have 
criticised the legislature about rail- 
road matters, nor is it the first time 
that state senators have criticised me 
for my utterances,” he said. 

“It is not the first time that Sena- 
tor Tillman has ‘insulted the legisla- 
ture,’ nor will it be the last if he lives 
long enough and it keeps on doing as 
it has done. The people of South 
Carolina will retire any man they have 
selected for office when they become 
to believe he is corrupt or corruptible. 
At least that is my bDellef. 

“I have boasted in my lectures in 
the north that there is not enough 
money in Wall street to buy South 
Carolina, and I] believed it to be true. 
I still belleve it to be true, but pub- 
lic morals in the state have rapidly 
rown bad in the last ten years, and 

am coming’ to doubt whether my 
Doast could now be made and sus- 
tained. We will see the temper of the 
general assembly by its action in puri- 
fying and protecting the primary. It 
has the opportunity to lift the state 
out of the slough of despond and 
disgrace in which it now wallows.”’ 

Senator Tillman said that he would 
mot make official reply to the resolu- 
tion unless it was adopted by the 
senate.

COST OF LIVING — 
KEEPS JUMPING 


Impressive Percentage of In- 


crease in Food Articles 
Shown by Report. 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 

Washington, January 25.—(Special.) 
Proof of the advance in the cost of 
living, of which everybody is painful- 
ly aware, reduced to percentages 
which are impressive, is contained in 
the government report just made pub- 
lic by the bureau of labor. 

The statistics were gathered in 
thirty-nine of the leading industrial 
centers of the country, Atlanta being 
one, and cover fifteen articles which 
make up the main diet of working- 
men's families. Figures for coal and 
gas are also included. 

These figures, which show a paraly- 
zing increase in the cost of everything, 
were gathered from 1,100 retail mer- 
chants, bakers, coal dealers and gas 
companies. They quote prices which 
ruled on October 15, 1912, and compare 
these with the average price for the 
ten years before 1899. 

Atlanta Pays High Gas Rate. 

Atlanta’s consumers pay $1 per 1,000 
cubic feet of ‘as. Only seven cities 
in the list incl. fed in the report have 
a higher rate. @They are Salt Lake 
City, New Orleans, Omaha, Jackson- 
Ville, Charleston, Scranton and Min- 
neapolis, where the average price is 
$1.20. A competitive company in 
Scranton sells for 95 cents per thou- 
sand and one in Minneapolis sells for 
85 cents. 

The cities paying the same rate as 
Atlanta for gas are Buffalo, Manches- 
ter, N. H.; Newark, N. J.; Philadelphia, 
Pittsburg, Birmingham, Memphis and 
Seattle. In other cities the price 
ranges from 60 cents to $1. 

When it comes to the table every- 
thing is going up, according to the 


government figures. The humble 
pork chop from the lowlv porker has 
more than doubled in price, the exact 


compared to the average price in t. 
nineties. Other increases are: Sugar, 
granulated, 5.2; potatoes, Irish, 9.9; 
flour, wheat, 30.3; milk, fresh, 38.2; 
butter, creamery, 47.9; sirloin steak, 
59.9; hens, 60.1; rib roast, 60.6; 
meal, 65.2; lard, pure, 67; ham, smoked, 
68.8; round steek, 82.2; eggs, strictly 
fresh, 86; bacon, smoked, 115.6. 

The prices which reigned in the At- 
lanta markets patronized by the work- 
ing people on October 15, 1912, are 
quoted as follows: 

Sirloin steak, 20 to 25 cents; round 
steak, 17% to 20; rib roast, 15 to 22%; 
chuck roast. 12% to 17%; pork chops, 
20 to 25; bacon, smoked anda sliced, 30 
to 35; ham, 21 to 30; lard, 13% to 17%; 
leg of lamb, 21 to 25; hens, 25; flour, 
80 to 95; corn meal, 2%; eggs, 30 to 
85; butter, 37 to 40; Irish potatoes, 2 
to 35; granulated sugar, 5 to 7; milk, 
unskimmed and delivered in bottles, 10 
to 12% cents per quart. 

A good many housekeepers might re- 
call they had difficulty in getting 
dressed hens at 25 cents per pound 
last October or last New Year, but the 
government bureau used the figures 
the retailers gave them and make the 
following calculations:

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PARIS POLICE ARREST 
ANOTHER MOTOR BANDIT 


Paris. January 25.—Bandits have 
heen suddenly called to people's minds 
by the capture in Paris of a dangerous 
anarchist, Noury, who is alleged to 
have been a friend of Bonnot, Garnier 
and Garouy, and to have participated 
in the armed attack on the bank at 
Chantilly, and to have been mixed up 
in several other crimes. Noury’s arrest 
was a daring piece of work, and it is 
little short of the miraculous that the 
police commissary and inspectors who 
captured him were not shot dead in 
the act. He was found by them in his 
room with a loaded revolver in each 
hand, with which he threatened to fire, 
but they pounced on him and disarmed 
and bound him before he could carry 
out his threat. 

The arrest was the result of one of 
those lucky accidents which some- 
times favor the police in their search 
for criminals. The commissary of one 
of the police quarters in Paris had 
just arrested a man _ charged with 
burglary, and among the papers In his 
room he found references to an ac- 
complice whose name was given as 
Dorval and who was living in a room 
near the Gare du Nord. The police offi- 
cers immediately proceeded to tire 
house in the hope of arresting an ordi- 
nary burglar. They rapped at the door 
and got no answer, but were convinced 
that the alleged Dorval was _ insidc. 
They force’ the door open, and, as they 
had suspected, the man they wanted 
was there. He was in bed, but had 
snatched up two revolvers with which 
he always slept. 

The police also drew their revolvers, 
which for an instant disconcerted him. 
Instead of firing, he dropped his hands, 
and made an attempt to get out of 
bed. It was then that the police 
seized him. He struggled desperately 
for a while. One of the inspectors sud- 
denly. recognized him, and said to the 
commissary: “That man's name is not 
Dorval. but Noury, one of the motor 
bandits.” Ncury before long admitted 
it himself, and was driven in a taxi to 
the police station. In addition to his 
alleged share in the crimes of the 
motor bandits, he ts also believed to 
have been cne of the gang that broke 
into the postoffice of Bezons on No- 
vember 8&8 iast year, when M. Cartler, 
one of the employees. was shot dead.

GAME DEPUTIES 


Zimmer Announces Plans and 
Says He’s Going After 
Vilators. 


Woman deputies are soon to be work- 
ing under the game warden and visit- 
ing the markets to see that the game 
laws of the state are being obeyed, if 
Will V. Zimmer, the newly elected 
warden, has his way about it. He de- 
Clared his intention yesterday of ap- 
pointing a number of woman deputies, 
if allowed by the law. Bradford Byrd, 
& hewspaper man who has worked un- 
tiringly in behalf of game conserva- 
tion in Georgia, has been chosen by 
Mr. Zimmer as his chief deputy. 

Declaring his intention of investi- 
Sating the rumor that there is steady 
violation of the game laws in Atlanta, 
Mr. Zimmer addressed a letter yester- 
day to Jesse E. Mercer, the present 
State game commissioner. 

Will Investigate Rumors. 

“It is my purpose to make a thor- 
ough investigation immediately of the 
reports which have reached me con- 
cerning the alleged illegal sale of game 
in this county,” says Mr. Zimmer. “On 
the court records Atlanta and Fulton 
county stand ahead of the whole state 
in obeying the new game law, but ac- 
cording to some of the reports which 
have reached me, there are more vio- 
lators of the law’ in this city and coun- 
ty than in any other place in the state. 

“I hope that these reports are not 
true, I cannot believe that they are, 
but I am going to get at the bottom 
of them, and right away. If they are 
true the entire state shall know it 
when I have the violators arraigned. 
If untrue I shall publish to the sport- 
ing and conservation world that Atlan- 
tans are above breaking the game 
law. 

Merit Will Govern Zimmer. 

“I shall at once begin the reorgani- 
zation of the Fulton county staff of 
deputies. Those who served under my 
predecessor shall remain in my staff 
if they are vigilant. It is my purpose 
to enlarge the force and name men 
who are workers, conservationists and 
true sportsmen to the places. I want 
no drones.” 

Mr. McCord is warmly congratulated 
by his successor for the efficient or- 
ganization formed during the first 
term the department has existed and 
the efficient management of it, 

“The present organization is con- 
serving millions of birds and thousands 
of game animals annually,” says Mr. 
“and bringing approximately 
$20,000 into the state treasury each 
year.”

Sweeney Stops Purloiners 


Has the Best Throwing Arm 


The seven best throwing catchers In 
the American league last season were 
Carisch and O'Neill, of Cleveland: Egan 
and Thomas, of Philadelphia; Henry, 
of Washington: Schalk, of Cleveland, 
and Sweeney, of New York, these men 
causing demon base runners like 
Ciyde Milan, Ty Cobb and Tris Speaker, 
who won the Chalmers trophy, to think 
twice before they set out to steal. 

Carish, who joined the Naps late in 
the season, had the highest average 
of men thrown out per game in at- 
tempts to steal—1.29—while Sweeney, 
who was a hold-out when the cam- 

aign started, nevertheless entered the 

litop camp in time to flag more 
would-be base stealers than any other 
Maskman in the American league. 

He cut down 114 men who attempted 
the Raffles act. Stanage, of Detroit, 
Fan a close second to Sweeney in the 
mumber of athletes he killed off who 
Were out to filch bases, nailing 113. 
Sweney’s record, however, looks much 
Superior to Stanage’s when it is con- 
Sidered that the New Yorker played 
in 110 games to the Detroiter’s 119. 

The poorest throwing catcher, ac- 
cording to carefully compiled records, 
was Paddy Livingston, of Cleveland. 
He stopped only nine thefts in nineteen 
contests, an average of .47 the game. 
Other poor peggers were Kocher, of 
Detroit; Williams, of New York, and 
Easterly, who held situations with both 
Cleveland and Chicago. 

The greatest number of men thrown 
out trying to steal in major league is, 
according to statisticians, seven. 
Charles (‘‘Duke"™) Farrell got this 
number of victims when he was catch- 
ing for the Washington Nationals in 
the nineties. Farrell will help coach 
the Boston Red Sox pitchers this year. 

Another veteran now drawing sal- 
ary from an American league club wh» 
established a major league record in 
nipping base runners is Jim McGuire, 
of the Tigers When he was with 
Brooklyn in 1900 he saved a game for 
the Superbas by picking three men off 
the bases in one inning. This feat 
never has since been duplicated. 

If Tris Speaker, who was voted by 


the Chalmers jury of newspaper ex- 
perts the best player in the American 
league, was asked his opinion as to 
which club possessed the best .staff of 
throwers in the junior organiaztion in 
1912, he would probably reply New 
York. The reason for such an answer 
might be found in the running account 
of the game played between the High- 
landers and the Speed Boys on June 
22, when Speaker, who thrice started 
to steal, was cut down each time--— 
to steal by Sweeney and once by Ster- 
rett. Another player who was halted 
thrice when he tried to pilfer was Mar- 
tin, of New York. The man who stop- 
ped him was Henry of Washington 

It was the clever base runners who 
were. oftenest thrown out. Thus, Ty 
Cobb was cut down thirty-four times, 
Clyde Milan, thirty-one times; Tris 
Speaker, twenty-eight times; Harry. 
Lord, thirty-three times, and Eddie 
Collins, twenty-two times.

The Georgia Interscholastic Athletic 
association. will probably be perma- 
nently organized at a meeting to be 
held at the Young Men’s Christian -as- 
sociation building next Saturday night 
at 8:30 o'clock.

Much was accomplished at the tem- 
porary meeting}. Mr, Whiting was 
elected temporary chairman and call- 
ed the meeting to order. 

The constitution and by-laws of the 
Southern Intercollegiate Athletic as- 
sociation, as it stands at present, was 
read section by section. The meet- 
ing passed on each section, adopting 
some, rejecting others and modifying 
practically ali, adopting only a few 
as they stood word for word.

First Day’s Receipts Are Largest in

Classic. 


Indianapolis. Ind., January 25.—The 
gale of seats for the third annual] 500- 
mile International Sweepstakes race, 
Which will be held at the Indianapo- 
lis Motor Speedway, May 30, opened 
Monday. From early

ATLANTA CHAUFFEURINVENTOR 
ASKS PATENT ON BALL VALVE 


Invented by an Atlafitta chauffeur, 
a new popper valve for use on auto- 
mobiles has recently come to the fore- 
front, ard is declared to be so econom- 
ical and practical that it will revolu- 
tionize the gasoline engine. The in- 
ventor is Thomas Lane, who is chauf- 
feur for- H. L. English, and who hae 
made a study of practical machinery 
for the past nine vears. 

Mr. Lane's idea, for which a patent 
has been applied, is a “ball valve,” 
that is, a valve the shape of a base. 
ball, having a continuous rotary mo- 
tion and fitted with ordinary cast iron 
packing rings. He makes one valve 
act as both exhaust and inlet valve. 
Because of the shape of the ball valve 
he obtains four times the area of a 
popper valve. That allows the prac- 
tice of opening his exhaust valve at 
extreme bottom stroke of motor, there- 
by saving practically all the energy 
that now goes to waste throug) the 
exhaust pipe. The valve is very sim- 
ple, there being only 24 parts to its 
mechanism on a four-cylinder motor, 
while the best popper valve motors 
have more than 100 parts. 

It, was through seeing the defects 
of fhe valves now in use on automo- 
biles that this chauffeur with an in- 
ventive turn of mind began to puz- 
zZle on how he could produce some- 
thing more practical.

STEARNS-KNIGHT 
HAS SEVERE TEST 


Perhaps the most novel and com- 
plete test to which a new model has 
ever been put was that of the geo- 
graphical test of the 1913 Stearns- 
Knight Six. The test involved the ex- 
tremes of weather conditions, road 
conditions, temperatures and topog- 
raphies of every section of the United 
States during twelve months of the 
year. 

When the new six of the silent 
Stearns-Knight family was first com- 
pleted, a year before it was put on 
the market, the car was given a sched- 
ule planned under the personal super- 
vision of Frank B. Stearns, president 
of The F. B. Stearns company. The 
car was taken from the factory in 
Cleveland in the fall and run first to 
Pennsylvania, where a series of tests 
were hade for mountain climbing over 
the Alleghenies. From Pennsylvania 
the car was taken south and run 
through the seemingly bottomless 
mud roads during their worst season. 

During the early winter months the 
new six was brought up to the north- 
ern states and was run regularly. The 
motor was unaffected by freezing 
weather. Additional freezing tests in 
a cold storage vault in Cleveland, 
equipped for the purpose, showed per- 
fect freedom of performance under se- 
vere temperature. 

During the summer months the car 
was taken farther south and tests 
were made over the sand roads and 
plains of the southwest. The perform- 
ance of the car during these tests was 
unusual, the construction of the mo- 
tor freeing the car from the usual 
troubles with poppet valves, springs, 
cams and other troublesome equipment 
not used on the Knight sleeve-valve 
engine. 

During the twelve months that the 
Stearns-Knight six was under test 
every condition that could be thought 
up was used in the effort to detect 
possible trouble under actual working 
conditions. The tests stand as the 
most unfque and the most severe that 
have ever been placed before a new 
car.

*“T cannot escape the conviction that 
an indigent defendant, when on trial 
for his life, should be furnished by the 
state with an advocate whose long 
practice would enable him to give the 
full extent and weight of the evidence 
in such manner as will exhaust the 
fountains of justice for the poor man 
as thoroughly as paid counsel will ex- 
haust them for the rich. In other 
words, the state must not penalize pov- 
erty or ignorance; she must not in her 
self-directed process even discriminate 
against either; nay, I go further and 
gay, she must protect the poor and ig- 
norant in their right to secure impar- 
tial justice. Elsewise she will violate 
the spirit of her own law by over- 
astraining it into a blind enforcement 
which may substitute rigor for justice.

One piece of real estate was part and 
parvel of a big department store, oc- 
cupied on a ground rental; as fine a 
piece Of Wihitehall street property as 
ever was put on sale. The price was 
about $60,000; it was offered to the 
department store On reasonable terms, 
The directors should have bought this 
property on the spot without asking a 
question. They should have said: 
“Yes, we'll take it;. here is a check to 
bind the trade.” That is the correct 
answer tO make when opportunity pre- 
sents something you have wanted for 
years and never had a chance to buy 
before. Probably they thought the 
Panic would strike deeper; valuable 
real eState would go on the block and 
fetch only a song.

How can we dem- 
onstrate what is to be expected in the 
future without delving into the classic 
transactions of the past?

The only lamp 
by whicn our feet are guided is the 
lamp of experience, a8 every schoolboy 
has declaimed. There are just as many 
g00d things ahead of us as ever were 
behind. There are pieces of proper 
listed today at $50,000, $60,000 an 
$100,000 that in years to come will be 
worth their half million, and in the 
interim of waiting for enhancement 
will yield big dividends in shape of 
rents. Sometimes a real estate trader 
is in doubt, he gropes his way alongs 
and figures things out the best he can, 
but is not sure. We have in Atlanta 
today a situation where the future ig 
absolutely assured and the buyer takes 
no chances. Look out Peacntree street 
and you can seg What is coming, 


For just as sure as time passes a 
mighty skyline is going out Peachtree 
street and every young trader in At- 
lanta has the opportunity to secure a 
business lot and ‘hold on to it until ie 
is suitable for retail business.

MAY RULE IRELAND 


Rumored That Lord Decies, Who Mar 
ried Vivian Gould, Will Be 
Viceregent.

Dublin, January 25.—The revival of 
talk that one of our American peer- 
esses is likely to be chosen to succeed 
Lady Aberdeen at the Viceregal lodge, 
the choice of her husband as viceroy - 
being largely due to a popular desire 
to have Lady Decies as the nation’s 
hostess, recalls the fact that only once 
before hag an American belle reigned 
at Dublin Castle. This distinguished 
vicerine was Marianne, marchioness of 
Wellesley, a lady who combined great 
beauty with the wit always associated 
with American women. Her mother 
was one of the six daughters of 
Charles Carroll, the famous senator of 
Maryland, who was last to sign the 
Declaration of American Independence, 
and her father was a young English- 
man, Richard Caton, afterwards of 
Baltimore. 

One of the Caton family (Emily) has 
descendants living to this day in 
America, who possess the peeress’ 
robes, worn by the vicerine, and the 
coronet of a marchioness, which was 
her property, too. When Lord Welles- 
ley married, his bride was a widow, 
a Mrs. Patterson. A visit to Ireland 
was made, when Mrs. Patterson and 
her sisters put up at a hotel in Sack- 
ville street. and very soon—to be cor- 
rect, on October 29, 1825—the Lord 
Lieutenant and Mrs. Patterson wert 
married quietly at the Viceregal 
Lodge. The Castle season then ex- 
tended from Christmas to April, and 
Lord Wellesley, who had broken all 
records as governor general of India, 
maintained the dignity of his sovereign 
in a fitting manner. This marriage 
proved an ideal one, in spite of the 
disparity in age, for when the viceroy 
died in 1842, aged 83, his wife was 
then comly § 45. Ireland's American 
queen died at Hampton Court palace, 
in 1853.

But Most of the Corn Advance} 


Was Lost Late in 
Session. 


Chicago, January 25.—Corn and oats 
today were steady, provisions firm and 
wheat heavy. 

Wheat attained the best prices of 
the day early, on an advance at Liver- 
pool and in sympathy with corn, al- 
though continental markets were gen- 
erally lower. Heaviness developed 
later, when corn failed to hold all of 
its advance and the trade became con- 
vinced through various reports that 
stocks of flour in the principal cities 
of accumulation are very large. New 
York, for instance, claimed that a lot 
of it is being held on track on demur- 
rage. A stagnant spot market and a 
decline in red winter wheat at Kansas 
City were additional bearish factors 
and the close was at a net decline of 
3-8@1-2 for May. Clearances in wheat 
and flour equaled 344,000 bushels, while 
primary receipts were 1,195,000 bush- 

against 700,000 a year ago. 

Corn owed its early strength prin- 
cipally to an advance at Buenos Ayres 
and reiterated reports of insufficient 
rain there. This advance, however, 
was mostly lost and traders took cog- 
nizance of the fact that most of the 
bullish crop reports were coming from 
the Argentine central speculative mar- 
ket rather than from the corn belt 
proper. The local market then re- 
ceded from the top and May closed 
only a shade over yesterday. Spot 
corn was dull. 

Trade in oats was small and fluctua- 
tions followed those of wheat and eorn, 
May closing a shade up. The best 
buying was by shorts, while the selling 
seemed to come from more influential 
quarters, Spot dull, 

Provisions were a dull but higher 
market, in sympathy with higher hogs, 
although the week’s receipts were 
jarger than those of the previous week.

to the people of this city and county 
as a most agreeable surprise. Here 
she has many friends, and a host of 
admirers, who have assiduously read 
her many contributions to the various 
magazines. 

Regarding the purchase of a site for 
a southern home, which she purposes 
to erect in Bartow county, Mrs. Har- 
ris gave the following characteristic 
interview to a New York newspaper:

specified length of time. They can 
stay as long as they can stand it. 1 
shall make no attempt to. entertain 
them. They will be bored. I realize 
that and will not try to prevent it, for 
it will do them a world of ~ood—start 
them to growing naturally in the earth 
again. When they return to their ac- 
customed places and habits of your 
cities they'll know they have been 
rested and refreshed.” 

The plans for Mrs. Harris’ home 
have not yet been received by any 
local contractors, and it is not known 
when the building will be commenced 
or finished, but it is believed it will 
be of the “bungalow” ‘type, now so 
popular,.and that it will be entirely 
in keeping with the character of the 
famous woman, as Well as the beauti- 
ful and sacred surroundings.

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HOME FOR THE FRIENDLESS 
PRESENTS ITS ANNUAL REPORT 


The twenty-fourth annual meeting 
was held in January. Mrs. Campbell, 
the president, reported: In the home 
January 1, 1912, 76; admitted during 
1912, 321; dismissed during 1912, 3193: 
in the home January 1, 1913, 78; chil- 
dren sent in by Georgia Children’s 
Home society, 27; Associated Charities, 
41; Judges’ Broyles, Tinale, Glower and 
city «warden, 72; adopted during 
1912, 6. 

The average number of inmates for 
the year has been 78. We care, in most 
cases, for women and children who 
need temporary assistance. They come 
from the court, the depot matron, the 
police, Associated Charities and our 
investigating committee. If your baby 
is left on the streets by the nurse, or 
your old mother loses herself in the 
city and can’t remember where she be- 
longs, look at the Home for the Friend. 
less. Our household is never a week, 
rarely a day, the same. Children have 
come in sixteen in one day. These 
children are not orphans; they have 
one parent, sometimes both Hiving, but 
the father has deserted his family, is 
in the stockade or penitentiary, or dis- 
abled by bad health. The mother {fs in 
the hospital with another baby, in a 
tuberculosis sanitarium, and far to» 
often the mother works guch 
hours or makes so little that she can- 
not maintain a home. 

Often we have youngsters of whom 
any mother would be proud, Sut in 
many, Many cases they come to us 
neglected, poorly nourished and 
wretchedly clothed. The matron saya 
by the time a child is broken of bad 
habits he is sent out, while his place 
is taken by another, and the same 
work to be done overagain. Instead of 
a few ounces of prevention, we get 
pounds and pounds of cure. 

Try hard as we may, they bring in 
contagious diseases. This year we 
have had diphtheria, measles, scarlet 
fever and whooping cough, brought in 
every case by a new child. Even with 
the contagious, none were seriously ill. 
Two babies died at Grady, and one in 
a home, a foundling brought in by the 
police in a dying condition. 

We wish to thank the city and coun- 
ty for their support, and to tell them 
that, besides the money they have 
given us, $5,000 has been added to our 
treasury by dues, donations, entertain- 
ments, etc. 

The children have had many pleasant 
sutings. Especially enjoyable was a 
beautiful picnic given the whole house- 
hold by Mr. Witham at his country 
home.

given a tremendous impetus to that 
movement, 

Representative Jones, of Virginia, 
has introduced a resolution formally 
declaring our policy toward the islands 


(and promising them independence eight 


years hence. President-elect Wilso.a 
has indieated his approval of independ- 
ence for the little brown men. 
Manila Hemp and the Harvester Trust. 

One of the sensational chapters in 
Judge Blount’s volume deals with the 
machinations of the International Har- 
vester company and its success in 
maintaining on the statute books the 
export duty’ on Manila hemp from the 
Philippine islands. This tax has oper- 
ated to cripple the hemp industry of 
the island, which occupies in Philip- 
pine commerce a position similar to 
that of the cotton crop of the soutn. 
Kvery governor general of the island, 
down to W. Cameron Forbes, the in- 
cumbent, has tried to get the export 
duty repealed. Mr. Forbes has recent- 
lv weakened in his’ efforts. Judge 
Blount finds an explanation in the 
friendliness of the International Har- 
vester company, the principal bene- 
ficiary of the “hemp joker” and 
the republican paSty. The way the 
harvester company profits is by se- 
curing a rebate, as provided in the law, 
when it proves that its exports were 
consumed in the United States. Small 
dealers have difficulty in making this 
proof and are placed at a disadvan- 
tage. 

The Philippines are an extravagantly 
run principality, says Judge Blount. Its 


cost. could be considerably scaled down 
and the export tax also.

“The article as published in The At- 
lanta Journal is essentially erroneous 
and misleading. The law governing the i 
case was made by the board of educa- | 
tion wisely, and has been applied im 
a correct and faithful manner by the! 
superintendent with an eye to the pro-' 
tection and the promotion of the best} 
interests of the public schools. | 


“In June, 1911, the board of educa- 
tion enacted a law that normal pupils 
graduating from our city normal) 
school in June, 1912, and gnnually | 
thereafter, after one year’s course of 
training in our normal school, should 
serve as supernumeraries in our public 
schools five months before they would 
be eligible to regular teachers’ places. 
Under the operation of that law, the | 
supernumeraries graduating in our 
normal school June, 1912, would not be 
eligible ag regular teachers until the 
close of the first term—namely, Jan- 
uary 24, 1913, 

Holi Places Temporarily. 


“When vacancies have occurred in 
our regular teaching force, occasioned 
by marriages or failure of health or 
change of busintss or removal from 
the city or death or inefficiency or 
other cause. the supernumeraries in 
our eystem would be assigned to those 
vacant places to hold them until regu- 
lar teachers could be secured. Under 
the operation of this system, different 
supernumeraries have been called upon 
to fill vacancies from time to time. 
When regular teachers have been em- 
ployed, they have been placed in the 
Vacancies temporarily filled by the 
supernumeraries under the operation 
of the law of the broad of education. 

“For instance, recently in one of our 
schools, a supernumerary, who is a 
graduate of our normal school, but 
who was not eligible for a regular 
teacher’s place, was replaced by a reg- 
ular teacher who had spent three years 
in a state normal schoo) and had eight 
years’ experience. It was Delieved ty 
be wiser to place a teacher of eight 
years’ experience and three years’ nor- 
mal training in charge of the regular 
class than to have an inexperienced 
young lady of one, two or three 
months’ service as supernumerary. 


No Just Cause for Complaint. 

“The law has been strictly obeyed, 
the interests of the schools have been 
protected and promoted, injustice has 
been done to nobody, and there is no 
just ground whatever for complaint. 
The real trouble arises in the demand 
on the part of some of the super- 
numeraries to be allowed to retain 
regular teachers’ places to the exciu- 
sion of regular teachers of large ex- 
perience and special training in public 
school work. 

“No complaint has been made to the 
superintendent or, so far as he knows,

Why is it, then, that a commonwealth 
so productive and so well endowed must 
skimp its various public .activities, and 
threaten the future by half-way equipping 
the generation that is to rule tomorrow? 

The answer is simple, and deplorable. 
The wealth is all here, but it is not made 
to yield the state its just due. We still, 
to quote former Attorney General Hart, 
“nass the hat,’ when it comes to levying 
taxes. Tax equalization, which should be 
the first vital principle in any popular gov- 
ernment, is a farce in Georgia. 

It is comimon knowledge that counties 
of equal wealth and enjoying equal bene- 
fits from the state contribute unequally 
to the upkeep of the state. That is made 
possible by the lack of uniformity in our 
system of tax returns, which, as has been 
said, is almost wholly of a voluntary na- 
ture. 

Under this method, there is really little 
incentive for counties to act honestly with 


the state. They have no statutory guar- 
antee that other counties with less con- 
science will not ignore their sacred, if 
implied, obligations, and throw the burden 
of administrative expense upon other 
shoulders. . 


Commissions and committees have been’ 


appointed ‘to probe the problem and sug- 
gest a ‘way out. Their task has been com- 
plicated and, to all intents, nullified by 
the fact that successive legislatures have 
developed neither the backbone nor the 
independence to proceed upon a rigorous 
program of tax equalization which m‘sht 
nip the pockets of a coterie of rich tax- 
dodgers.

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“AD” TEAM-WORK. 

Merchants and buyers of publicity who 
are seeking to reduce their expenditures to 
a basis of farthest efficiency will find of 
interest the following comment by The 
Louisville Courier-Journal upon an analysis 
recently made by The New York Herald: 

The Herald ppakes an interesting compari- 
son of the cost of “circularizing”’ and news- 
paper advertising. One circular recently sent 
out contained “three separate sheets of 
printed paper and a stamped envelope.” The 
cost of sending this to every one of The 
Herald’s regular buyers and subscribers is 
estimated at $5,000, and to send it to The 
Sunday Herald’s list would cost about three 
times as much. The advertiser could have 
bought a page in The Herald for a whole 
week, including the Sunday edition, for $5,000. 
Evidently he could have reached the general 
more cheaply by advertising in the 
paper—and certainly more effectively. The 
comparison is worthy the attention of adver- 
tisers. Very few people read the circulars 
in their entirety. 

Another factor might well be noticed by 
our contemporary—and that is what might 
be called the publicity team-work of the 
newspaper, as opposed to any other form 
of advertising. 

For example, while you pay. for the space 
in which to exploit only your own wares 
you get also the benefit, indirectly, of the 
money spent by every other advertiser who 
patronizes newspaper columns regularly and 
who has educated the public to look for his 
announcements. It may be that the con- 
sumer is interested in looking only for the 
advertisement of one establishment. But 
the fact that your announcement also meets 
his eye is just @ ‘i¥ely to turn his thoughts 
in your directior whether the advertisement 
of which he was in search was that of your 
business rival or from a firm in an entirely 
dissimilar field of enterprise. 

In other words, newspaper advertising 
stands out singular to itself in that it is 
what might be .called community adver- 
tising—-for nearly every representative news- 
paper issue reflects in its advertising col- 
umns the needs of society-at-large, a fact 


that the public came long ago to recognize. 


It is the great publicity market place to 
which the buying public goes every day to 
see “what is doing” in the lines it needs. 
It draws a tremendous and habitual audi- 
ence, an audience ready to spend, an audi- 
ence that must spend, and this is not true 
of the circular or of any other form of 
publicity, however cunningly devised. The 
circular, of course, has its own particular 
province, But there are few of its uses that 
cannot be supplied with greater effective- 
ness by the newspaper. 


THE MILEAGE INJUNCTION. 


Practicing their old-time “strategy,” the 
railroads affected by the mileage-pulling or 


gone into court at the eleventh hour and 
enjoined the order’s execution. Their action 
ties up the situation hard and fast and may 
be expected to indefinitely prolong the con- 
troversy unless the interstate commerce 
commission expedites matters by passing on 
corollary contentions now before it. : 

Representatives of the traveling men 
are meeting the crisis with characteristic 
promptness and aggressiveness. They dc 
not expect tamely to yield the fruits of a 
struggle they have long waged in this state 
Their counsel, co-operating with the attor- 
neys of the state commission, will contest 
the issue to a finish. Neither money nor 
labor will be spared in a campaign to estab- 
lish the justice of the plea of the men on 
the commercial firing line. 

Public sentiment is with them fn their 
battle. The issue is one which, in a way, 
touches every business in the state. The 
present regulations, requiring that mileage 
coupons be exchanged for tickets at sta- 
tion, is a clog upon the swift dispatch of 
commerce and lays the time and con- 
venience of traveling men under heavy 
tribute. The decision of the commission 
was, at best, a compromise which the roads 
could gracefully have accepted. The char- 
acteristic tactics to which they have re- 
sorted to block relief, are not likely to gain 
them sympathy. 


NEW POLITICAL SOURCES. 


College professors, clergymen, social 
workers and “the like” are hailed by The 
Washington Times as “forces which have 
hitherto been reckoned politically negligi- 
ble.” Supporting its position, our contem- 
porary cites the election of a college presi- 
dent as president of the nation, and to the 
personal participation in politics of many 
other figures notable in the fields to which 
it has directed attention. The Times be 
lieves these influences, heretofore felt in- 
directly, have now become aggressive. 

Had the list included the men ., and 
women today identified with the saner 
phases of the so-called “woman’s move- 
ment,” it would have comprised a fairly 
complete roster of agencies that are maFk- 
ing themselves felt in city, state and na- 
tional politics. For no student of con- 
temporaneous conditions can overlook the 
part women have played and are playing 
in these broad civic and utilitarian move- 
ments which eventually find their expres- 
sion in active political measures. And in 
seven of the American states women actual- 
ly vote for presidential electors, not count- 
ing the other states in which they enjoy 
the ballot in elections of local significance.

For one college 
professor, clergyman, social worker or club 
woman actively engaged in politics, there 
are one hundred men and women who now 
gauge their. civic duty, partially at least,

Electricity in China 


(From The Indianapolis News.) 

Flectric advertising is being extensively 
adopted by the native Chinese merchants in 
Shanghai, and now, says a report of the 
Shanghai international settlement, the large 
stores in Nanking road vie with one another 
in the splendor of thelr shop fronts. It has 
always been the custom among the Chinese 
to drape the store on opening day in red 
hangings of silk covered with pictures of 
fairies and gentii and inscriptions of good 
omen. With the coming of evening lanterns 
would be suspended among the hangings and 
illuminated by candles. This has all changed 
now. First the Japanese brought in electric 
advertisements for thetr patent medicines, 
and now the Chinese merchant sprinkles a 
of electric lights all through the 
hangings that cover the front of his newly 


opened store. 

At one large store tn Nanking road, the 
Shanghai settlement’s principal Chinese busi- 
ness street, where the municipal authorities 
had forced the property owners when re- 
building to move their premises back, so as 
to allow for sidewalk space, fearing that 
they should be cast in the shade by competi- 
tors next door who had not rebuilt, and 
were, therefore, not moved back from the 
curb, they leased the front sidewalk out as 
far as their old frontage from the municipal 
council and erected thereon a steel staging 
completely covering the front of their store. 
Upon this staging they have arranged a mag- 
nificent electrical display which they change 
periodically. They had no sooner got the 
show well started. than another firm farther 
up the street erected for itself a similar stag- 
ing, and it is now a competition to see which 
will outdo the other in the magnificence of 
its display. The Chinese cotton mills are be- 
ginning to use electricity for power in the 
mills. It all goes to prove that they are 
quickly adopting conveniences furnished by

Powerfully well would I love to have been 
among that bunch of canny Scots and near 
Scots who gathered “Saturday the nicht” at 
the Burns cottage of Atlanta to celebrate 
the one hundred and fifty-third anniversary 
of the birth of Bobbie. 

I know there was wit and wassail, music 
and mirth, song and scrapple, seasoned with 
tenderness of hearts and tears, whether shed 
or unshed, because of the humanness that 
stirs universally in all hearts that have ever 
been touched by the semi-divine spirit of 
Scotia’s sancrosact son. 

Memory harks me back over many such 


nights spent with our Burns club fellows in 


Some of those “braw 
sperrits’’ have been gathered also with the 
dead and some of the boonest. but few yet 


revive sweet recollections and 


recount the big virtues and little vices of the 


vanished ones. 

The night was to all them, 
occasion of sweetness and light, 
love and happy recollections. 

The Burns cottage of Atlanta is the reali- 
zation of a favorite dream that I cherished 
many years. Several times in The Constitu- 
tion, many years ago, the suggestion was 
offered by the writer that our Atlanta lovers 
of Burns should duplicate in one of our*pub- 
lic parks the famous “cot by the wayside” 
near the Bridge of Doon, where the poet 
came to earth. Nothing came of the pro- 
posal, however, until these later years, when 
someone revived the idea at the psychological 
moment and the Scotsmen finely accomplish- 
ed it. I am not claiming fatherhood of that 
idea. AS a newspaper member of the club 
I only printed what seemed an obvious out- 
come of our association in the name and in 
honor of the bard. 

Atlanta is to be congratulated upon hav- 
ing this unique memorial of Burns, and 
should take pride in its perpetuation. Many 
thousands of American lovers of the poet 
can visualize his humble cradle in this replica 
in Atlanta who would never be able to visit 
the original that lies two miles from Ayr, tn 
the old country. 

The cottage was temporarily duplicated, 
you may remember, in the British concession 
at the Loutsiana Purchase exposition in St. 
Louls, and I recall how eagerly thousands 
daily visited it and curiously examined its 
every detail. I saw the same lively interest 
manifested by thousands in London, three 
years ago, when a reproduction of the cot 
was built in the Shepherd’s Bush exposition 
grounds and used as a salesplace for Burns 
souvenirs. . Likewise, when tourists in the 
south understand there is a Burns cottage in 
Atlanta many thousands, I am sure, will fare 
thither to find it and fill their souls with its 
suggestions. 

For Bobbie's birthday is celebrated around 
the globe—in Ayr, in Scotland, the British 
Isles-at-large, in all America, in Hongkong, 
Bombay, Natal—wherever the Saxon and the 
Celt foregather. And each year men marvel the 
more that the quaint and unclassified genius 
of the peasant poet tightens its grip on hu- 
man hearts yet stronger with each newborn 
generation of his kindred tribes.

A young Georgia preacher once startled 
his congregation by declaring: “Abraham in 
hell lifted up his eyes and beheld Lazarus in 
Dives’ bosom.” Catching himself, he quickly 
explained, “I mean that Dives in hell lifted 
up his eyes and beheld Abraham tn Lazarus’ 
bosom.” A titter ran through the congrega- 
tion, and he tried again: “Oh, I mean that 
Lazarus in hell lifted up his eyes and beheld 
Abraham in Dives’ bosom.” A saintly brother 
in the “Amen Corner” laughed outrfeht, and 
the miserable young minister, after setting 
it wrong two more times, is said to have 
announced, tearfully, “Brethren, I believe the 
whole business went to hell.” 

The world has heard so much about poor 
Lazarus in heaven, and the rich man 
(“Dives”) in hell, that the idea seems to hava 
become prevalent that heaven is the place 
where the poor people Zo, and that hell is 
the final abode of the rich. How easy it is 
to overlook or forget the fact that the good 
God tucked Lazarus away snugly, up in 
heaven, in the bosom of a millionaire. 


The fact is, judging from the, records, 
“Dives” was only a sport, a spendthrift, who 
dressed in “purple and fine linen and fared 
sumptuously every day,” while Abraham, tn 
his time, was the wealthiest man in the world. 
His landed estate, instead of being bounded 
on the north, south, east and west, by so-and- 
so, extended north, south, east and west. as 


| far as Abraham cared to go. « 


When “Dives” begged Abraham to send 
him some water, by Lazarus, Abraham told 
him there was a great gulf fixed between 
heaven and hell across which there could be 
no passing—either way; but Milton's imagi~ 
nation ferried or flung Mammon out of 
heaven and into hell because his looks and - 
thoughts were always bent downward, ad- 
miring more the golden pavement than 
divine or holy things. 

Human sympathy goes out to this “Dives,” 
for he must have had a streak of liberality; a 
beggar knows at whose gate to have himself 
placed. Furthermore, Lazarus, who had 
received the crumbs, let Abraham do all the 
talking, and made no intercession, whatever, 
for his former benefactor. 

He Remembered. 

Another thing: All the fire and brimstone 
in hell had not been able to burn the heart 
out of “Dives’—he remembered his five 
brothers, and was willing to remain tn hell 
alone if Abraham would contrive to get them 
saved. (It is a happy thought that Abraham. 
while speaking of a great gulf fixed between 
heaven and hell, mentions nothing of the 
kind between heaven and earth.) 

Paul told his young friend Timothy that 
“the love of money is the root of all evil’— 
so the King James version puts it, but a bet- 
ter translation is, “the root of all sorts of 
evil.” it was not money that damned 
“Dives,” nor the lack of it that saved Laza- 
rus. “Dives” simply set his heart on fine 
clothes and something good to eat—things 
that money would buy—to the exclusion of 
nobler things, and he suffered the conse- 
quences. Abraham, on the other hand, recog- 
nized the power to get wealth as the gift of 
God. He feared the Lord, attended to busi- 
ness, enjoyed his good things on earth, and 
is still enjoying them tn heaven. 

It is not money, in itself, that saves or 
damns. It Is not big money that damns, and 
it is not Httle money that saves. It is what 
@ man thinks of his money, big or little, and 
the use to which he puts ft, that determine 
future issues. If a man make money—dollar 
or billlon—his god, it will plague him for- 
ever like the devil. If a man try to purchase, 
with material substance, an entrance into 
God’s kingdom, he will get the answer Peter 
gave to Simon the Sorcerer, “thy money per- 
ish with thee, because thou hast thought 
that the gift of God may be purchased with 
money.” 

That caution about the rich man, the 
camel and the eye of a needle, is not a stop- 
look-listen sign for the wealthy alone. Which 
feels himself richer, a stingy man with his 
first hundred, or a liberal man with his sec- 
ond hundred thousand? 

The man who, to save a quarter, sends 
his babes to bed crying with hunger; the 
man who kisses no cheek save that stamped 
on a coin, and the man whose hoarded wealth 
Shuts out the sound of human misery and 
the sight of God’s glory, are alike whistling 
for the ferryman who carried “Dives” over 
the gulf. 

“By doing good with his money, a man as 
it were stamps the image of God upon it, and 
makes it pass current for the merchandise of 
heaven.” ‘ ‘

Square miles of territory in the south 
has been released from the tick quar- 
antine, and more territory is being 
added to this every month. 

“The tick consumes annually about 
200 pounds of blood from each head of 
cattle and of course it is impossible to 
fatten him for market with this great 
drain on his physical reserve.

Adapted to Cattle and Hogs. 

“We can also take under considera- 
tion the millions of acres of Orange- 
burg and DeKalb _ soils located 
throughout the south, which are also 
admirably adapted to the feeding of 
cattle and hogs. Besides, there are 
millions of acres of land that are now 
producing spring and summer crops 
that could >be profitably turned into 
winter pastures. For instance, take 
the cotton plantations. In a great 
many cases these fields, after the large 
cotton crop is gathered, could be 
planted to winter pasture, which 
wroould, instead of lessening the produc- 
tiveness of the soil, increase it. 

“The long growing season which 
prevails Over much of the southern 
territory enables the farmer to raise 
two crops a year upon many of the 
soils. It also renders possible the pas- 
turage of cattle for a long time. It fia 
not infrequently the case that on a 


southern plantation the present acre- 
age of crops grown for market could 
be maintained, while, at the same time, 
land not now in use could be made 
available for keeping beef cattle and 
for fattening hogs. 

“Another distinct advantage of stock 
raising iff the southern states arises 
from the fact that the expensive shel- 
ters for the wintering of the stock 
which are required in all of the more 
northern regions are not necessary and 
in many localities the cattle may be 
successfully carried through the win- 
ter without any other shelter than the 
pen or feeding lot.”

which on Wednesday was adopted by 
the senate. 

Wild ducks, wild geese, swans, snipe, 
plover, woodcock and all other migra- 
tory game birds whose main food sup- 
ply are the insects which every year 
cause hundreds of millions of dollars’ 
loss to the farmers of the country, are 
proposed to be placed under the gov- 
ernment’s strong protecting care. This 
law wil) supersede all state law's af- 
fecting migratory birds, but will leave 
them in full operation as to quail and 
other local birds. The defect in the 
law, as it passed the senate, is that 
no provision is made for game wardens 
to make it effective. 

That the federal government has the 
right to legislate for the protection of 
birds, which in their northern § and 
southern migrations, pass from one 
state to another, is asserted on the 
same ground that the United States 
regulates the taking of seals and fisn 
that are found today in the waters of 
one state or nation and tomorrow in 
another. 

The department of agriculture, under 
this bill, is given authority to adopt 
regulations and prescribe fixed open 
seasons. To kill game in violation of 
these resolutions will mean a fine of 
$100 and imprisonment for ninety days 
or both. No provision is made for 
the machinery to put into effect this 
law, which, as far as it goes, will su- 
persede all state statutes.

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‘DOLLARS GAINED 


BY DIPLOMACY 


State Department Contends 
That New Policy Has Been 
Very Profitable. 


By John Corrigan, Ja. 

Washington, January 25.—(Special.) 
In reply to the charge of “Dollar Diplo- 
macy,” made against the administra- 
tion for ita policy in regard to the 
Honduran and Nicaraguan loan agree- 
ment, the state department comes back 
at Senator Bacon, of Georgia, its most 
fearful critics, with a general state- 
ment that the policy as a whole has 
been successful. 
In proof of the wisdom of “dollar 
diplomacy” the department cites an 
annual increase of $316,602,000 in our 
foreign trade in five years. This trade 
has grown from $1,853,718,000 in 1907, 
to $2,170,320,000. 

It is stated that exports of agricu!- 
tural products have remained almost 
stationary, and the above increase is 
represented by manufactured products 
on which American labor has been 
employed. In 1907 the export of agri- 
cultural products amounted to $1,113,- 
595,000, and in 1912 they totaled $1,148,- 
566,000, an increase of only about $35,- 
000,000. 

But the growth of exports of ar- 
ticles classed as manufactures ready 
for consumption and manufactures for 
further use itn manufacturing, and 
which do not include foodstuffs, was 
tremendous. In 1907 they amounted 
to $740,123,000, and in 1912 they had 
grown to $1,021,754,000, a gain of $281,- 
631,000. Upon all of this commerce 
American labor had been employed. 
The iron and steel industry contribu- 
ted more to this growth than any oth- 
er branch. Its exports increased from 
$182,531,00 in 1907 to $268,154,000 in 
1912, 

What “dollar diplomacy” has done 
towards encouraging this great trade 
expansion is disclosed by a glimpse at 
the national ledger. In 1907 Ameri- 
can exports to Germany amounted to 


959,000, a gain of substantially $50,000,- 
000. Japan in 1907 bought from the 
United States goods to the value of 
$38,770,000. In 1912 her purchases 
amounted to $53,478,000. 

South America, where the present 
administration Rag exerted all its in- 
fluence towards the preservation of 
peace and stable government, shows a 
wonderful increase in her business r- 
lations wit hthis country. In 1907 the 
exports from the United States to 
South America were valued at $82,- 
157,000. In 1912 these exports had 
grown to $132,311,000. 

Argentina is a good customer of 
ours. In 1907 we sold her goods to 
the value of $32,163,000, but in 1912 
her purchases from us amounted to 
$53,158,000. Brazil in 1907 bought from 
us to the amount of $18,698,000, which 
included 314,000 barrels of flour, worth 
$1,383,000. But in 1912 her purchases 
went up to $34,678,000 and included in 
this was $3,278,000 for 625,000 barrels 
of flour.

golden chariots drawn by white horses, 
‘carrying suffrage leaders from Balti- 
more to Washington. Accompanying 
ithe chartots will be a squad of Balti- 
'more petticoat cavalrywomen, who will 
act as escorts. Some other Baltimore 
suffragists will join General Jones’ pil- 
grims as they pass through. 

The general outline of the pageant 
\{s to be as follows: 

A herald dressed in yellow, carrying 
trumpet with purple banner will pre- 
cede the procession proclaiming the 
‘message of this new crusade. This 
part will be taken by Inez Milholland.

Entomologists Are Organizing 
Planters to Fight the 
Boll Weevil. 


re ee 


Dr. -~. L. Worsham, of the state de- 
partment of entomology, will leave 
early in February for southwest Geor- 
Zia, where he will organize breeders’ 


clubs in ten counties in that section in. 


which it is feared the boll weevil will 
make }ts appearance, coming from Ala- 
bama, within the next twelve months. 

The counties to be visited are 
Lowndes, Clinch, Worth, Ben Hill, 
Irwin, Dooly, Crisp, Houston, Taylor 
and Tift. In each of these Dr. Worsham 
and his assistants will organize breed- 
ers’ clubs and distribute the resistent 
varieties of cotton seed which were 
perfected by the department on en- 
tomology last yaar and which, it has 
been proven, will withstand the rav- 
ages of the black root, the disease that 
is costing the cotton growers of Geor- 
gia hundreds of thousands of dollars 
each year. In addition, this variety of 
cotton will mature very early, and it 
has proven that an early maturing va- 
riety of cotton is the only one that can 
muccessfully combat the boll weevil. 

The department of entomology has 
only a very few of these seed, and, 
for that reason, is distributing them 
with great care among the breeders’ 
ciubs, with the understanding that the 
breeders’ clubs are to plant them, and, 
from the seed next fall, to get a dis- 
tribution to go among the members 
of the breeders’ clubs. 

Dr. Worsham plans to spend most of 
the month of February in that section, 
arousing the cotton planters to the 
coming danger which is about to be- 
fall them, in the approach of the boll 
weevil, which has marched steadily 
across the United States from Texas. 

The result of these breeders’ clubs 
will be watched with interest.

PRACTICAL SEWING TALK . 
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Making a Corset Cover From Wide Embroidery

ERHAPS the most popular way 
of making corset covers, at 
least those for gifts, is to use 

flouncing, or 
embroidery that is made especially for 
that purpose. A small woman, I think, 
would.only need about a yard and a 
quarter of the flouncing and for a me- 
diumly large woman, a yard and a half 
would be required. Now when selecting 
the embroidery, be careful of the design. 
If it is rather, that is if it has a good 
many eyelets in the pattern it will show 
a shadow through the open work and 
look soiled when worn under a rather 
sheer blouse; then, too, the more onen a 
design is, the more apt it is to tear 
after it has been laundered but a few 
times, for the eyelets seem to attract 
the point of the iron and with a serious 
result, But I am sure you can find 
dainty and effective designs in the close 
embroidery and will be more satisfied in 
the long run.

Some people think it sufficient, when 
making a corset cover of this sort, just 
to put strips of beading, insertion vr 
ribbon over the shoulder, but I have 
found, when a garment has been made 
in this way that ®hey sag horribly in 
the back and feel uncomfortable over 
the shoulders. It is best to cut out 4 
semi-circle under each arm, then when 
the strip of lace, embroidery, ribbon or 
whatever you happen to use, will bring 
the garment well up uader the arm 
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and the back will set smo@hly when 
the draw ribbon has been tied.

Undergarment lingerie demands no heavy parts, therefore use just as much eyelet as possible and refrain from the adored padding which looks well on fragile materials, but works its own ruination in short time by pulling out. 


TO TRANSFER THIS DESIGN. + 
Put a cake of soap (laundry Will do) in a pint of hot water, stir vigorously and remove the soap. Saturate this Design with the soap and water mixture, then remove the excess moisture by ‘partially drying the saturated Design or by applying a 
eheet of blotting paper. Place the material or fabric to which the design is to be’ transferred on a hard, flat surface and lay the Design, face down, upon tHe material. Cover with a dry sheet of thick paper or two folds of newspaper, and with the 
bowl of a tablespoon rub, pressing hard, until the Design is entirely transferred, being careful to rub from, rather than toward you. When rubbing, you can see if enough pressure is being applied by lifting a corner of the Design to note how well 
it’s taking. Do not wet the material nor rub the face of the Design with damp fingers. To remove the Design lines after the article is completed, wash in warm water. with soap. The entire process is very simple and with a little care you can easily make 
perfect transfers to any kind of goods.
